Mr. Pencevat could not agree to the statement of the Hon, 
Brronet, that they were not a House of Commons, Nothing 
Was more important than that the public should understand that 
they were a House of Commins, legally and duly constitated, 
and (hat being so, they were now about to take those steps for 
the benefit of the country, which it was incumlfent on them to 
take without any farther delay. The argument of the Ham. 
Baronet, if at all to he listened to, would go much far'her than 
he himself intended, and would go even (0 this—that no Writ, 
even in a Court of Law, could be good, so that all Jegal pro- 
ceedings, of every kind, must be stayed. Nothing could be 
more mischievous ta its effects than the promulgation of such a 
doctrine. It was consistent with the pure and gewuine prin- 
ciples of the Constitation that the fanctions of evéry departinent 
in the State were mow entire, and must ge on te be'exercised 
by. those who had derived their authority from the Legal Head, 
unimpaired by any accidental circumstance ef the King’s illness, 
The doubts which had gone abroad, and which stemed to re 
ceive the sanctién of the Hon, Baronet, weve all founded on 
mistake er misrepresentation, He, (Mr, Perceval) howéyer,
